WASHINGTON, Aug. 20. — 


Chairman Smoot of the sente fi- 
nance committee today estimated 
the total revenue likely to be* de- 
rived from the tariff rates propos- 
ed by that committee was $605,-

FLOWERS, SHRUBS AND TREES 


BAGWORMS ON ORNAMENTAL 


PLANTS 


By William Mlddleton 


(U. S. Department of Agriculture) 


Bagworms have now finished or 


nearly finished feeding for the year 
and soon will lay eggs for next 
year's generation. 


They are Injurious insects, and 


this Is a good time to take meas- 
ures for reducing their numbers. 
They eat the foliage of both ever- 
green and deciduous plants, but 
show a preference for arborvitae 
and juniper. Their feeding ruins 
the appearance of many attractive 
house plantings, but rarely cause* 
the death of the plants. 


At this time of year, late summer, 


the bagworm caterpillars, which 
have been Industriously feeding on 
the leaves of .ornamentals, stop eat- 
ing and crawl about, carrying their 
baks with them.looking for a place 
in which to change to adult moths. 


The bags at this time- are about 


1 1-2 to 2 Inches long and have 


pieces of leaves attached to them. 
The male moth has wings, comes 
out of his bag and flies, but the 
female moth does not. have wings 
and never leaves her bag. 
She 


lays her eggs In the- bag she has 
Inhabited all her life and then dies. 


The eggs remain protected with- 


in the bag until the following late 
spring and early summer, when the 
young caterpillars hatch and begin 
their destructive work. 


From now until next spring bag- 


worm cocoons wherever observed 
should be crushed or burned, but 
this method alone can not be de- 
pended upon for absolute protectio 
during the following year. 


Another method of control 


slsts In spraying the infested plants- 
with a. lead arsenate mixture—five 
or six teaspoonfuls of powdered 
lead arsenate. to a gallon of water. 


This poison spray should be ap- 


piled. thoroughly to the foliage, 'of 
Infested ornamentals in the early 
summer as soon as the bagworms 
appear. '

TELL TALE OF TEMPLE TIMES 


Crudeness of Cutting and Haste in Building Reveal 


To Archaeologists Differences Btweeen Work of 


Solomon and Zerubbabel—Some Sgnifi- 


cances of Temple Idea.

One "of the most significant inci- 


dents In present-day Jerusalem is 
the presence of Jewish sight-seers 
In the Haram. or sacred enclosure 
of the Mosque of Omar. In pre- 
Zionlst days this was never seen. 
Por the Mosque of Omar stands on 
the site of the ancient temples of 
Judaism, and no devout Jew would 
venture near, lest he should inad- 
vertently set foot up on the Holy of 
holies of his religion. Reverence 
for this most sacred spot on earth 
kept all good Jews away fronj the 
posslbiity of profaning It. 


Nowadays, 
however, 
one may 


see, as I have more than once seen, 
groups of Interested 
young Jews 


wandering all about the place, in- 
•ide the Mosque and out, even down 
into the crypt where is the rock 
Upon which tradition says Abraham 
OfWed Isaac, "he significance of 
:p / is that the modern Zionist 
\rfbvement is political and social, 
rather than 
religious. Orthodox 


Jftws in Palestine oppose it for 
tills reason. It is a returr. to the 
land without zeal for a temple. 
The exclusively Jewish city of Tel- 
Avid was far along in its develop- 
ments before it had a synagogue. 
It Is at this point that modern 
Zionism departs radically from the 
return of the Jews under Zeruba- 
'tol. Ezra and Nehemiah. 
These 


Babylonian exiles cared most of all 
16r the temple.

Examining the Old Stones 


j 
One day, with an archaeologist 


I friend, I roamed about Jerusalem, 
climbing down into excavations, to 
study the stones of the old walls. I 
can hardly make clear the thrill 
I got from having pointed out to 
me, repeatedly, thb difference be- 
tween the structures built by Nehe- 
miah and those built by Solomon 
and Herod. Even to the most un- 
informed observer it was clear that 
Nehemiha's stones were cut crudely 
and In haste; while the work of the 
others showed careful finish and 
leisurely 
workmanship. Clearly, 


there was reason why the returned 
Jews who remembered the original 
temple wept because the new one 
was so unequal to it. It seemed as 
If the earth had yielded up a com- 
mentary in stone upon the exact 
correctness of the Scripture story. 
Those walls will yet have more to 
say to the world of Biblcal scholar- 
ship. 


All of the romance of Jerusalem's 


reconstruction 
is implied in this 


crude stone-cutting and masonry. 
The work was done in haste, with 
enemies all about. Yet it was done, 
heroically and effectively done. 


A Temple In the Midst 


Ours is a church-building age, 


rather than a church-going age. 
America has for twenty-five years 
past witnessed a perfect orgy of 
stone'- and - brick 
religion. 
Little 


towns and 
small 
congregations 


have taxed themselves and their 
denominations, to' erect dispropor- 
tionately large and ornate struc- 
tures. Some of them are an arts- 
tic and architectural crime. Great 
and beautiful cathedrals are also 
going up In many directions. It is 
hard to disentangle the elements 
and motives of this church-building 
era—to separate the human van- 
ity and denominational rivalry from 
the sincere desire for the pure wor- 
ship of Jehovah. 


With the returning Jews, the case 


was simple. They had but one tem- 
ple, 
and that had been destroyed 


by Nebuchadrezzar. Therefore their 
religion required the rebuilding of 
this center and symbol 
of their 


worship; For that purpose they left 
the land of captivity and went back 
to Jerusalem. 


Before they began the walls, they 


set up the altar. The heart of the 
temple, and Its only reason for be- 
ing:, was the worship of God. The 
test of a church 
Is Its worship. 


Whether It be a stately Gothic fane, 
or a plain 
Quaker meeting, the 


proof of its worth and genuineness 
Is Its spirit of devotion. Only 
the 


inner spiritual reality justifies the 
outward forms. The altar-fires of 
worship consecrate the temple. A 
living faith may express itself In 
many forms of temple-building. We 
should not forget that it was more 
than two centuries after Christ ere 
bhe first Christian 
church 
was 


built. Before that, worship 
had 


been In homes and groves 
and 


caves and wherever else the believ- 
ers assembled. 


llcllRion Without a Church 


In our contemporary vogue of 


vagueness there Is scant provision 
for the temple. 
In the minds of 


many, religion is becoming merely 
a social scheme, with the element 
of worship lacking. 
In thought 


and in practice, church-going is re- 
garded as of diminishing import- 
ance. 


Now It needs to be said that, as 


the temple was the heart and In- 
spiration of Jewish nationalism and 
religion, so the church, and stat- 
ed regular attendance thereon, are 
indispensable to the effectiveness 
of Christianity. 
As churches be- 


come empty, so, at the same time, 
do the lives of the disciples. The 
habit of Church- attendance is, for 
the average person, really essential 
to the practice of his faith. 


A deal of buncombe is talked by 


unthinking persons concerning "the 
worship of God in the great out-of- 
doors;" and the consequent substi- 
tution of the gold course or the 
baseball field and the motor high- 
Way for the house of God. Five 
minutes of honest thought by any- 
body will puncture this popular 
pretense. 
There is little of either 


prayer or praise or yet of 
pious 


meditation in 
the 
diversions of 


persons who 
stay 
away 
from 


churches. 


Nobody ever hears, on a golf 


course or in a fishing boat, such a 
paen of devotion as sprang from 
the Hebrew heart after the re- 
building of the temple:— 


"How amiable are thy tabernacles, 


O Lord of hosts! 


My soul longeth, yea, even fainteth

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON COTTON FEE 


We, your committee named by the president to investigate the FIFTY CENT PER BALE 


COTTON HANDLING FEE and seek its elim ination, have held several conferences with 
representatives of the several factors interested. 


•* Our findings, briefly, are as follows: 


First, the fifty cent per bale fee was added by local cotton merchants at the beginning of 


last years cotton season to meet what they felt was a part of the legitimate expense incident 
to the marketing of cotton. 


Second, the fee was unpopular with the farmers and worked to the disadvantage of the 


local spot market. 


Through the very fine cooperation of each of the interested groups, we have been able to 


arrive at what we believe is an entirely satisfactory solution for eliminating the fee. 


„ The local banks, through the Corsicana Gearing House, have agreed to waive exchange 


on clearance of inter-bank transactions within the city. 


The Corsicana Warehouse Company and E. K. Moore's Cotton Yard have agreed to lower 


their fee per bale from seventy-five to sixty cents. 


Corsicana cotton merchants have agreed, in view of these concessions, to eliminate Imme- 


diately the fifty-cent per bale charge to the farmer and thus absorb their part of this handling 
fee, giving the advantage to the farmer. 


We have found a spirit of give and take among these groups and a desire to keep Corsicana 


to the forefront as a favorable local cotton market. We believe the farmer will appreciate 
this desire to work to his interest and the community as a whole will be benefited through 
good will which will come from this action.

LIEUT. HENRYTONCRAY DIES 
IN HOUSTON; WELL KNOWN 


IN CORSICANA 


HOUSTON, Aug. 20.—The body of 
Henry E. Toncray, 34, commercial 
aviator and veteran flier, who died 
at the Baptist 
hospital Sunday 


night from blood poisoning develop- 
ing from a mosquito bite, was sent 
to Troup Monday afternoon via the 
Sunshine Special, by the Oliver- 
Lewis company for interment. 


Mr. Toncray was a first lieuten- 


ant in the reserve air corps station- 
ed at Fort Crockett. His home was 
In Lone Oak. He was flying a sea- 
plane on a passenger flight at Pala- 
cios, August 11, -when he was bitten 
by a mosquito. The bite became 
infected later, and Friday he was 
brought to Houston from Palacios 
in a serious condition from blood 
poisoning. 


Lieutenant Toncray became in- 
terested in aviation 
in 1912. He 


built his own plane at Troup and 
for 17 years had devoted his time 
to flying. He saw service with the 
air force during the world war and 
was instructor in aviation for some 
time. 
In 1921 Lieutenant Toncray was 


married to Miss Marie Blanchard 
of Oakdale, La, The ceremony wa» 
performed while the couple were 
flying, over New Orleans, and was 
the first air wedding In the United 
States where the groom piloted his 
ship at the time. 


Lieutenant Toncray owned and 


operated a fleet of six planes, in- 
cluding five land and one seven- 
i-passenger amphibian plane. He was 
an aviation instructor during the 
World war and recently flew 
the 


amphibian plane to Dallas. 


Surviving are his wife of Lone 


Oak; a daughter, Bobbie Marls 
Toncray of Lone Oak; Mothert Mre. 
Annie Toncray 
of Troup, and 
brother, A. C. Toncray of Lone 
Oak.

Senate finance committee republi- 
cans today tentatively approved a 
proposal by Senator Reed of Penn- 
sylvania, to change from foreign to 
United States value aa the primary 
basis for assessing ad valorem tar- 
iffs.
